Present Day Footgear Owes Its 8hape 
to the Romans 

The early shoe seems to hive been 
a sandal. In tl.s Roman, Egyptian, 
and Greek days men wore sandals of 
hide or leather or wood. 

Vben we read of ahoea In t'.e Blblo 
we know that sandals were meant. Is 
Egypt they made sandals woven from 
palm leaves and papyrus. It waa 
the fashion for e conquering Egyptian 
(o have painted 09 the aoles of hla 
shoes the figures and faces of his eoc- 
quared enemies. 

In early times the sandr.l took ot 
many forms. In Greece the sock waa 
used for comedy and tlu buskin far 
tragedy. The tuskln re arc bed to tho 
knee, something like a Wellington 
boot. The sock- reached only to tha 
ankle and .^a’i worn whenever q ilcft 
movement wa3 desired^ _ 

It was In Rome first that th sandal 
began to take shape like our modem 
shoe. There are in East n Europe 
many people whose civilization Is de- 
.Tived from Rom.,* wno still cling to 
the un-refor'med sandal. But in the 
days when Rome was In her glory 
shoes were far from a 'simple affair. 
For Instance the shoe gear of the 
patricians was decorated with golden 
clasps and elaborately embroidered. 

The sandals of Egyptians had wood¬ 
en so’.c And the French peasant n£. 
the present generation derives his 
sabots from that source. Emperors 
wore purple buskins, and red was 
eveu permitted the nobility, but (be 
common people were forced to content 
thems:lves with the plain sober col¬ 
ors. 

In tho early years In England extra¬ 
ordinary development, took place in 
the shoe line. The Plantagents had 
the toes of their shoes turned up like 
horn9 ( - drawn out to a long length 
and pulled up' to’ the knee. These 
were brilliantly bedecked with jewels 
and precious stones. Rosettes and 
ribbons were also attached. 

All nations recognize thr i footgear 
is the most Important part of an 
army’s equipment It has been claim¬ 
ed that the sturdy sandals of the Teu¬ 
tonic tribes enabled them to cross 
Europe to thj walls of Rome, and 
that If It had not-been for the stabil¬ 
ity of their shoe apparel they would 
never have been successful In Conquer¬ 
ing the Romans. /\S

Bxtraordiaarj Exploits of Women 
Highwaymen. 

Thera have been several instances in 
England of women highwaymen who 
have met with almost as much success 
aa the redoubtable Dick Tucpin and 
~Clqu<le Duval. Tberd is Moll Cut- 
purhe, for instance, who from being un 
ordinary pickpocket'or pnfso^ jhlef - in 
those days long purses were worn at 
Jar girdle, end Moll became an expert 
at cutting^them and filching their con- 
tenta, hence her curioue nickname—de¬ 
veloped into a daring night rider. 8he 
frequented Hampstead Heath and re¬ 
lieved many wealthy coach travelers of 
their valuables. 

She -vorked single banded, dressed 
and rode like a men, and, although she 
was captured on several occasions, 
managed by extensive bribes to prevent 
the appearance of witnesses. She ulti¬ 
mately dleddn her bed at the venerabla 
age of 74. 

Anne Holland was born in a slum of 
London, and was first heard of as a 
barmaid. Ultimately she married a 
man named James Wilson who deval- 
oped into a clever footpad, and when 
he was hanged for bin crimes she 
promptly took to the road herpelf. She 
obtained much property of value, and 
was regsrdsd in those days aa a female 
demon, for the thought nothing of 
abooting down those who resisted her 
in the dead of night. She was, how¬ 
ever, ultimately captured and hanged. 

Another extraordinary ease of man 
and wife becoming highwaymen in 
partnership is afforded by the careen 
of Mr. and Mrs. Braouy, who were both 
hanged at Tyburn within a year of one 
another. Joan Bracey's life is one of 
the moat romantic stories in the annals 
of old-time crime. She was the pretty 
daughter of a wealthy farmer, and 
when she met Braeey, a dare devil of 
the high roads, she threw in her lot 
with his and quiekly became a high¬ 
wayman’a ideal companion. The pair 
proved very succesaful, and many a 
stage coach did they waylay.

Is This Babsl? 

The latest archaelogicsl discovery in 
proof of tradition, if not of history, is 
that of tbe Tower of Babel, according 
to a report submitted by the Abbe Hen¬ 
ri de Oenouillac before the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles Lettres of Paris. 

The Abbe was sent out by the French 
Institute on a mission of research to El 
Abymer, 80 miles south of Bagdad, not 
far from the Euphrates, where he un-. 
covered the remains of. the city of Kiss, 
one of the earliest capitals of Baby¬ 
lonia, and even antedating Babylon 
itself. Here he unearthed an immense 
palace, similar in construction to other 
early roval buildings, already discover¬ 
ed in other sections of the country. 

Among other relics of the distant past 
which he found in the coutryard of this 
palace, wore the ruins of an immensely 
nigh tower, which he believes to have 
been the original of the Bible story of 
the Tower of Babel, the name inscribed 
on the wall being: “The Temple of the 
Foundation of Heaven and Earth,” 
which was erected to the memory of 
the National god, Zamama.

A remarkable feat of navigation has 
been accomplished hy Captain Charles 
Charleton, who sailed the Liverpool 
ship Harold, a vessel of 1,200 tons, 
laden with wheat, into Queenstown Har¬ 
bor a few dnys ago.

It is said that the special bill 
that was put through for the town 
of Redcliff in the Legislature re¬ 
cently-, revealed some very peculiar 
situations.

CANADA AND IMMIGRATION 

In reading the immigration re¬ 
ports for the first five months of, 
the present fiscal year, much that 
■ is of vital interest to every Cana¬ 
dian comes up for thought. From 
April to August inclusive, imoii 
gration into this oonntry was at 
the rate of about 1,900 per day. 
The total for the five months was 
282.757, an increase of 40,248 or 
17 per cent, as oompared with the 
corresponding period of last year. 
The details of the report show that 
there had been a marked falling 
off in immigration from the United 
Slates, while from the Slsvio and 
Latin countries of Europe immi¬ 
gration has gone up by about 100 
per cent The increase in British 
immigration has increased by about 
17 per cent., and the total British 
immigration for the five months 
was 112,081, an increase over last 
year of 16,987. The United 
States immigration oame to 63,721 
a decrease of 15,488, and from all 
other countries it totalled 106,955, 
an increase of 38,797. A very 
significant faot in regard to the 
immigration from the United 
States, is that while the number is 
lower, the amount of capital 
brought ioto Canada has been 
greater, 90 that, although the irn- 
! migration figures show a decrease 
in the number of immigrants, the 
actual state of affairs is that the 
immigration from across the liue 
is of greater value to this oonntry 
than it was last year. Fewer 
1 people have brought more money . 

" Such statistics as the above are 
of a significant nature when one 
considers what the population of 
j Canada was at the taking of the 
I last census. Clearly, as Mr. Fred¬ 
erick Campbell, the chief Canadian 
I leoturer in Britain points out, 

1 Canada is to day facing the great 
eBt immigration problem which 
! has ever faced any country. 

CANADIAN NEWSPAPERS 

Lord Northoliffe, the English 
newspaper proprietor, has been 
1 hurting the feelings of the Eastern 
j newspaper people by statements 
to the effect that the Canadian 
newspapers are muoh behind those 
of the old country. His opinions 
were giveD, it is thought, through 
the action of two reporters with 
whom he had a misunderstanding 
regarding the publication of one 
of hia speeches. Lord Northoliffe 
lamented the tnaoouraoy of the 
Canadian journalism, the faot that 
less than two per cent of Canadian 
reporters used shorthand,. and 
other details of minor importaooe. 
Although it appears that his oriti. 
oism was the result of a certain 
amoont of bitterness, there is a 
oertaiu amount of truth in wbat 
he says, although it is permissible 
to imagine that there are British 
newspaper proprietors more entit¬ 
led to speak oa 'such matters than 
is Lord Northoliffe, as the slips 
from English iuto slang in Ins own 
papers is notorious. He was re 
minded by the defenders of the 
I C/madiao press that people who 
live in glass houses should refrain 
from stone throwing. But look 
| at the matter from a standpoint 
noncomparative and merely for the 
i sake of criticism, there is a certain 
'amount of truth in .what Lord 
Northoliffe said. Many of the 
papers give one the impression 
i that they have been rushed through 
• the press more with an idea to 
speed than accuracy. But in the 
matter of the manner in which the 
! news is served up, critics should 
j leave Canadians to judge how they 
; would have their news served up,: 
and there is muoh to be said in 
I favor of the short, pithy “tabloid” ] 
| form of many of the articles which 
1 appear in Canadian papers 


SUNDAY SHOWS 

It appears that there is to be a 
decided effort put forth in order to 
discourage the Sunday picture 
show in Edmonton. The idea of 
showing on a Sunday started in 
that oity in midsummer. The law 
against paying entranoe money, 
whioh would,have rendered the pro¬ 
ceeding illegal, was skilfully evad¬ 
ed. Instead of the paydesk being 
opened aa on weekdays, it ia. kept 
olosed, and an attendant, juat in- 
aide the entranoe, standi with 'a 
plate to take np a ‘collection’. The 
question of shows of this nature on 


a Sunday ia of a highly debatable 
character, but they are none the 
less ‘show*’ in the full meaning of 
the word, sinoe a person has osten¬ 
sibly to contribute iti order to gain 
admittauce Because the price of 
a seat is merely collected instead 
of taken iu exchange for a ticket, 
it doesn’t make the (performance 
any more Sabbatarian in charac¬ 
ter, and though, the l ^w, t hrough 
this means, renders ulB" perfor¬ 
mance to be of a legal character, it 
does so, merely because the prac¬ 
tice is not', in the meaning' of the! 
word ‘illegal’. The point which' 
ought to be this deoiding faotor iu 
a case of this description should b& 
as to whether the, shows are a 
necessity to tbp pnblio on Sun¬ 
days, and candidly, working at thh 
matter from every standpoint there 
seems to be 110 reason why perfor¬ 
mances whioh run twelve boors a 
day. for six days iu the week, 
should be run into the seventh. 
By a simple evasion of the letter 
of the law, the proprietors of these 
oonoerns are able to work their 
help on the only day whioh- is an 
available holiday. True, they are 
paid extra for it, but from a reason¬ 
able standpoint the holiday is 
worth more to them than the extra 
pay.

PROHIBIT BONUSING 

The Alberta department of 
municipal affairs has abandoned 
the idea of passing a uniform oity 
charter, applicable to all cities in 
the province It is the opinion of 
the minister of municipalities that 
it is impossible to draft a charter 
applicable to several different 
cities, as every city has its own 
especial problems. The govern 
meat intends, however, where oer 
tain general principles are involved 
to insert uuiform provision in the 
charters of all the cities. Iu re¬ 
gard to the question of bouusiug 
industries, the following standard 
olanses have been drafted, and will 
be applied by the legislature to all 
cities in the province, bringing 
them into line with the oities of 
the province which have, aio/ie the 
passing of the Town ^ApL been 
prohibited from bounsSing. The 
olanses are: “Notwithstanding 
any provision herein contained, 
the oity shall have no power: 

(1) To grant a bonus or any 
other aid to any person, company 
or corporation for the construction, 
establishment or operation of any 
mahufapturp, mill or railway, or 
any other business or concern 
whatsoever within or without the 
municipality. 

I (2) To exempt from taxation any 
such manufactory, mill or railway, 
or other business or concern, nor 
subscribe for stock iu or guarantee 
the bonds, debentures or other 
securities thereof.” 


THE UNDERWOOD TARIFF 

The ‘Daily Mail and Empire’ 
has recently had an artiole on this 
interesting subject whioh olearly 
•bowed the pros and cons of the 
new tariff. That the Underwood 
tariff will oreate new conditions for 
many manufacturers across the 
line. For thosb whose prod not is 
least evolved from the natural 
state of conditions, generally speak¬ 
ing, be adverse For tbe products 
of higher elaboration the conditions 
will be varied, to some favorable 
and to others, the reverse. For in¬ 
stance, the removal of the duty 
from pig iron will be to the detri¬ 
ment of domestic blast furnaoe in¬ 
terests that have to look to manu- 
factnrers of steel and to. foundries 
for the marketing of their output, 
whereas it will work to the interest 
of steel manufacturers and others 
who do not prodnoe their own pig 
iron. To the larger steel interests, 
which include thiTentire oourse of 
steel production from -the mining 
of the ore from their own properly 
to the turning oot of rails, plates 
and structural forms o' all kinds, 
the general effpot of the tariff will 
be to diminish profits. The article 
goes on to say that if there is any 
lowering of price in the United j 
States as a result of the tariff 
ohanges on iron and steel and pro 
ducts thereof, there will, in couse- 
quenoe, be a lowering of prices 
here. It is cited as possible that 
Canadian manufacturers will be 
able to cultivate trade in the 
United States, beoause of the re | 
moval of duties on articles such as 
they make.

Prisoners Shculd be Examined by Phy¬ 
sic ana to Determine Whether In- 
V eane of Criminal 

That .crime is a good thing because 
it brings -us to understand social prob¬ 
lems la the stn:tllng theory recently 
advanced by Prpf. Benjamin Moore- 1 ? 
University‘College, Liverpool, at the 
recent annual meeting of the British 
Medical Association. A special sess¬ 
ion was held at which the treatment 
of crime and criminals was dlscusse,d. 

Perfect laws would sbov, that we 
were no longer progressing, said Doc¬ 
tor Moore. Old crimes are disappear¬ 
ing and new crimes are arising, and I 
trus. new crimes will always rise. 

following Doctor Moory’e address, 
Doctor Passmore, superintendent of' 
the Croydon hospital for tbe Insane, 
urged that when a man who commits 
a crime Is apprehended, someone be 
appointed to examine the prisoner to 
ascertain whether he is insane or 
criminal. After such an examination 
Doctor Passmore said, the proper 
treatment could be prescribed. 
s The Rev. C. B. Simpson, chaplain 
Inspector of prisons, who had been in¬ 
vited to give his conclusion- as to the 
proper treatment of crime, defended 
the present penal system, especially 
emphasizing his belief that impriSLii- 
ment is an effective deterrent to 
crime. He maintained that the atti¬ 
tude of many who are sent to jail is 
that of once bitten,-twice shy. 

Directly contrary to conventional 
Ideas of criminology were the theories 
of Captain St. John, the honorary sec¬ 
retary of tho Penal Reform League. 
A’, the harm done to society by all the 
burglars and all the thieves Is a mere 
bagatelle compared with t+e -harm 
done by the law courts of England, he 
declared. 

Everybody knows the law courts 
are making ct minals day by day, said 
Captain St. John. We have to pro¬ 
tect ourselves .lot only from criminals 
but also from people who deal with 
criminals. 

The experience of a period of im¬ 
prisonment :.s r suffragette was given 
It. ‘Woman’s Social ai d Political Un¬ 
ion.’ Miss Allen said: 

I have asked suffragists In jall'what 
is the one thing they most craved 
while In prison. Their reply was: Cof¬ 
fee. vinegar or alcohol. As for my¬ 
self, du.-lflg the three wee.-a I spent In 
Holloway jail I used to lie awake be¬ 
tween 3 and 6 in the morning and say 
to myself that If I got out I would 
take green chartreuse, although I had 
never tiken any ir» my life before. But 
when I came out I refrained from do¬ 
ing so because I was afraid. There 
Is not enough sunshine and freBh air 
In prison, and long sentences undoubt¬ 
edly cause a weakening of the will. 

Pe hr.ps tho most Interesting speak¬ 
er at the meeting was Prince Peter 
Kropotkin, the famous Russian scien¬ 
tist and enemy of dcspol’sm, who 
since his -scr.pe from St. Peter ar... 
St. Paul Prison, has spent most of his 
time In En:,and. The prince Js 71 
years old and has recently recovered 
from a severe Illness. He was Intro¬ 
duced to his audience as an old Jail¬ 
bird who had rpent two years In Rus¬ 
sian Jails and a further period in 
French prisons. The prince asserted 
that Imprisonment is not an effective 
force In deterring crime. 

Twenty-four hours t bread and wa¬ 
ter and a plank bed might be a de¬ 
terrent to people accustomed to good 
food, he said, but It Is no deterrent 
to those who sleep under bridges or !.jr 
the shores of the Thames. Prisons are 
the universities of crime. We mus: 
do something to change our system
